NOT LIKE BLOW AT 


Washington, April 6.—President Taft 


has cancelled his engagement to visit 
Indianapolis on May 5. 
While no 


statement has been issued In regard to 
this decision it is believed to be.the 
direct result of the events at the In- 
diana state republican convention yes- 
terday. 


It is not even admitted at the white 


house that the president had a definite 
engagement to visit Indianapolis, al- 
though dispatches from that city sev- 
eral days ago announced that the pres- 
ident would be there from 12:50 p. in. 
until midnight on May 5. 


Would Again Uphold Tariff. 


In view of the circumstances sur- 


rounding yesterday's convention of tiic; 
Indiana republicans It was said "oy 
friends of

administration today 


thaf if the president spoke at Indi- 
anapolis at all he would more than 
probably feel 
compelled 
to express 


again his well known .views regarding 
the Payne-AIdrlch tariff bill. It was 
argued that if the president should do 
this it might be interpreted adversely 
to Senator Beveridge and rather thin 
be put in that attitude the president 
will give Indianapolis,* wide berth in 
his forthcoming visit, to the middle 
west. No matter wm'.t Senator, Bev- 
erldge's attitude towaVd the adminis- 
tration may be—and tap president told 
several of his callers tllday. It is said, 
that he had no doubt Instils own mind 
on that subject—he did^not care to ..e 
drawn Into the Indiana- fight In any 
way. 


Hopas for Republican Victory. 


The president Is anxious for republi- 


can success In Indiana and hopes that 
the republicans under whatever lead- 
ership they choose may he able to turn 
the tide against the democrats. 


It was snld at the white house today 


that the president's trip west, which 
begins April 2!) will be curtailed prob- 
ably several days and It was Intimated 
that this was perhaps responsible for 
the failure to visit Indianapolis. The 
president had planned to spend three 
or four days In Cincinnati, hut It Is 
now probable that ho will be there only 
on May 3. He will be In St. Louis on 
Mny 4. according to the revised plan 
nnd ho back In Washington the morn- 
ing of May 8. 


INDIANAPOLIS DISAPPOINTED.

The Invitation was extended to the 


president by

return from the world tour. In a tele- 
gram to the president Mr. Fairbanks 
said the citizens of Indianapolis and 
the state would be pleased to extend 
to him a genuine welcome if he would 
arrange to visit this city on his trip 
west. 


The president accepted the invitation 


and plans were at once formulated to 
give the president a generous Hoosier 
greeting. 
The arrangements ' have 


been in charge of the board of trade, 
the Commercial club, the Columbia 
club, the Marion club and other civic 
bodies. 
Mr. Fairbanks expressed great dis- 


appointment when he was informed 
today that the president had decided 
to cancel his visit here and said he 
would immediately send him a tela- 
gram urging him to visit the city if he 
possibly could do so. 


Fairbanks Promises Welcome. 


"I sincerely hope." said 
Mr. Fair- 


banks, "that President Taft may re- 
consider the matter and visit Indian- 
apolis. I know the people of Indiana 
will be glad to extend to him that gei-

FACING NEW 


Insurgents Who Had Up- 


held Him Now Want to 


Depose Speaker. 


"Washlngon, 
April 
6.—The closing 


days of the present session of congress 
may be enlivened by another s.ttempt 
to oust Speaker Cannon from 
the 


speakership. 
If the effort Is made it 


will not be heralder! in advance, but, 
as far as the public is concerned, it 
will be sprung "like a clap of thunder 
out of a clear sky." Nor will the move 
be made, if at all, without a thorough 
understanding among the insurgents 
that they are to line up substantially 
to a man. 


Two of the leading insurgents of the 


house think it is altogether likely that 
a motion to depose "Uncle Joe" Can- 
non from the speakership will be made 
near the end of the session. 
One of 


these is George W. Norris, the Nebras- 
ka 
representative, whose resolution 


clipped the speaker's wings by depriv- 
ing him of his place as chairman of 
the, committee on rules. 


"There is not the slightest doubt," 


said Mr. Norris today, "that the mo- 
tion to depose Mr. Cannon, which was 
made ten days ago, would have suc- 
ceeded If It had been near the end of 
the session with the legislative pro- 
gram behind congress instead of ahead 
of it. 


Have No Drawback Now. 


Quite a number of Insurgents voted 


to retain Cannon in the speakership 
simply because they were afraid thai 
the legislative program would fail if 
they ousted him. 
When congress IK 


through with the legislative work of 
the session this restraining !nfh:»nc-? 
will no longer be felt, and for one I 
aim not making any guesses as to what 
may happen then." 


Mr. Norris was one of the Insurgents 


who voted against deposing Speaker 
Cannon recently. His reason for dolnjr 
so Is pretty clearly indicated In his 
statement just quoted. It is believed 
by those who have talked to Mr. Nor- 
ris that at the close of the session he 
will be ready to vote to terminate Mr. 
Cannon's rule as speaker. 


"I haven't the slightest doubt." said 


Representative 
Victor Murdock, an- 


other Insurgent leader, "that at the end 
of the session a move will be mndc to 
depose Mr. Cannon and elect another 
speaker. I was not one of the twenty- 
two Insurgents Who voted ten days ago 
to continue Mr. Cannon In the speaker- 
ship. 


Must Prepare for Campaign. 


"If I fim not mistaken a good ma.ny of 


the Insurgents who voted to continue 
•his domination have been hearing from 
home- 
I arn confident they will not 


want the record they made then to 
stand as their record for the campaign 
this year, and that Is why I think an- 
other attempt will be made to depose, 
the speaker. The chance for success 
next time, I am sure, will be rnuch 
greater than It was the last time." 


Speaker Cannon has himself opened 


the way for this attempt to dethrone 
him. When ho performed his famous 
act of daring the house to depose him 
he stated that he wa.i ready then, "or 
a.t any time In the future," to enter- 
tain a motion by any representative 
who cared to mn.ke It to declare the 
chair vacant. This hinds him to recog- 
nize at any time any representative, he 
he. republican or democrat, who rises 
to a question of high privilege nnd pre- 
sents the motion to remove the speak- 
er. So there can bo no possible hitcH 
In getting: the question before 
the 


house. 


Naturally It Is a good deal easier for 


representatives to "repudiate." Speak- 
er Ca.nnon now th.an it was a year or 
two ago. Then, as the head of the 
rules committee, ho was the- domlna.nt 
fa.ctor in shaping legislation and there 
was no assurance that he would not 
continue as speaker, with the power of 
appointing the committees for several 
years. 
Last Term as Speaker. 


Now ho has no connection with the 


rules committee ajid It Is an absolute 
and accepted certainty tha.t he will 
never be speaker again, even if he is 
not deposed before the present session 
enda. 
Th speaker's attitude toward the in- 


surgents who have recently flopped be- 
cause of home sentiment is implacable. 
For those who have been "insurRlng" 
for years he has a sort of mild con- 
tempt which amounts almost, to af- 
fection as compared with the animosity 
he feels toward those who have been 
at heart, with him formerly, but who 
have to deny him now tha.t. the anti- 
Cannon tide has set In so strong.
